Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment filed 21 December 2009 amends claims 12, 16, and 20-22.

2. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous 
rejections have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 12, 15, 16, 19-23, 25, 26, 28, 29, and 31-33 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose or make obvious the claimed cryptographic key generation system wherein a first public 
key is generated and used in a first wireless communication. A second public key is generated 
after termination of the first wireless communication. The second public key is stored in a 
memory of a wireless communication device and a second secure wireless communication is 
established between the wireless communication device and a second communication device. 
The second public key is transmitted to the second communication device if the second public 
key is available in the memory of the first wireless communication device.
